In exercise of the powers conferred by the

In exercise of powers conferred by sub - rule (2 ) 
of Rule 9 - A of Order XXXIII of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908 , the High Court of Judicature at 
Bombay with the previous approval of the Govern 
ment of Goa , makes the following rules for assign 
ment of a Pleader to an unrepresented indigent 
person . 

1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) These 
rules may be called Assignment of a Pleader to an 
unrepresented indigent person (Goa ) Rules, 1989 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once .

In the Schedule annexed to the Recruitment 
Rules to various Group B posts under the Govern 
ment of Goa , for the existing entry under column 6 , 
the following entry shall be substituted , namely : 


" Not exceeding 35 years (relaxable for 
Government servants by five years in accord 
ance with the instructions or orders issued by 
the Government ) ” . 


2. Definitions. In these rules , unless the con 
text otherwise requires : 

( a ) Constituting Authority means the autho 
rity empowered under these rules to constitute 
the panel ; 

(b ) High Court means the High Court of 
Judićature at Bombay ; 

( c ) Panel means list of Pleaders prepared and 
maintained under these rules ; 

( d ) Pleader Assigned means a Pleader assig 
ned under these rules to represent an indigent 
person .
